“Dear Madam— Your son met with 
an accident last evening. 
I saw the 
man shoot him. and hastening to his 
side when he fell dfd all I could.

the ambulance, which conveyed him to 
the city hospital.

Jonathan 
Hutchinson Gives Opinion 
as to Cause and Prevention of 
Dread Disease. 
London, May 25.—Jonathan Hutch­ 
inson, former president of the Rova! 
college of surgeons, recently returned 
from a tour of investigation tn. India 
as to the cause ami prevention of 
leprosy, has written a letter on the 
subject of fish eating as the cause of 
leprosy. 
He gives the opinion that 
the Catholic fast days are responsi­ 
ble for the spread of leprosy and that j 
wherever there is a risk of obtaining j 
unsound fish the use of fish on fast 
days ought <o be forbidden, reiterat 
Ing his opinion that neither contagion 
nor tho 
crusades, but Christianity 
was responsible for the prevalence of 
leprosy in Europe during the middle 
ages. 
He oxprestes the fear that the same 
thing is now' happening in India and 
elsewhere. 
"W herever Catholic 
missions are 
successful,” 
says 
Dr. 
Hutchinson, 
"leprosy increases. 
My calculation is 
that the risk to a Catholic convert is 
20 fold that of one who remains in 
the Hindoo faith.” 
Dr. Hutchinson says 
the 
Indian 
Jain, who is a vegetarian, almost abso­ 
lutely escapes from leprosy, while the 
Catholic suffers fearfully, and he ex­ 
presses the opinion that this Is a 
proof that 
the 
disease is non-con­ 
tagious. 
In conclusion, among several sug­ 
gested 
preventatlves, 
he 
strongly 
urges the abolition of the sajt tax in 
India to enable the Hindoo to render 
flsh wholesome.

FISH EATING CAUSE OF LEPROSY 


Jonathan 
Hutchinson 
Gives O pinion 


as to Cause and Prevention of 


Dread Disease. 


London. May 25.—Jonathan Hutch­ 
inson, formor president of the Royal 
college of surgeons, recently returned 
from a tour of investigation In. India 
As to the cause and prevention of 
leprosy, has written a letter on the 
subject of fish eating as the cause of 
leprosy. 
He gives the opinion that 
the Catholic fast days are responsi­ 
ble for the spread of leprosy and that 
wherever there is a risk of obtaining 
unsound fish the use of fish on fast 
days ought to be forbidden, reiterat 
Ing his opinion that neither contagion 
nor tho 
crusades, but Christianity 
was responsible for the prevalence of 
leprosy in Europe during the middle 
ages. 
He expresses the fear that the same 
thing is now happening in India and 
elsewhere. 
“Wherever Catholic 
missions are 
successful,’’ 
says 
Dr. 
Hutchinson, 
“leprosy increases. 
My calculation is 
that the risk to a Catholic convert is 
20 fold that of one who remains in 
the Hindoo faith.’’ 
Dr. Hutchinson says 
tho 
Indian 
Jain, who is a vegetarian, almost abso­ 
lutely escapes from leprosy, while the 
Catholic suffers fearfully, and he ex­ 
presses the opinion that this Is a 
proof that 
the 
disease is non-con- 
tagious. 
In conclusion, among several sug­ 
gested 
preventatives, 
he 
strongly 
urges the abolition of the sajt tax in 
India to enable the Hindoo to render 
fish wholesome.

cities. These victories, however, were 
clouded by a series of accidents, hav­ 
ing in one case, at. least, a fatal re­ 
sult. 
At least two cars were wreckel 
and Marcel Renault, the winner of the 
Paris-Vienna race last year; Lorraine 
Barrows, a very well-known automo­ 
bilist, and Renault's chauffeur were 
seriously if not fatally injured, while 
Barrows' chauffeur was killed.
